President Hoover directed the in­ 
quiry ending Tuesday, after issuing 
a statem ent explaining his reasons 
for calling out the military in which 
he said th a t m any of the men who 
remained in W ashington after con 
gress quit were “communists and 
persons w ith crim inal records.”

The annual York county teachers’ 
institute will be postponed this year 
anii_district m eetings will be substi­ 
tuted, according to an announce­ 
m ent made Tuesday afternoon by 
Prof. W. F. Wilson, York county 
superintendent 
of 
schools. 
This 
movement will probably save the 
county $13,400 in teachers* salaries. 
The cost' of speaking talent and oth­ 
er institute expenses, which was 
paid out of 
the 
enrollm ent 
fee 
am ounted to alm ost $2,000. 
Each teacher was paid by the dis­ 
trict for which he works $20 for a t­ 
tending the five-day sessions of the 
institute. There are 670 teachers in 
the county. 
Questionnaires were sent to all of 
the school boards in the seventy dis­ 
tricts of the county school system 
and after having received replies 
from the m ajority of them the 
executive com m ittee decided to post­ 
pone the institute for this season 
and 
have 
district 
meetings sub­ 
stituted. 


Berlin, Aug. 17 (AP)—Success in 
another great atom -sm ashing goal 
of science—disintegration of atoms 
—was announced 
Tuesday by the 
German General Tlectrict company. 
The new 
accom plishm ent takes 
big pow'er—announced as the entire 
output of the G erm an plant—and 
converts it into atom -sm ashing par­ 
ticles. 
The Germans claim to have pul­ 
verized atoms by the millions in­ 
stead 
of 
the 
few 
hit-and-m iss 
mashes achieved by previous scien­ 
tific methods. The im portance 
of 
their development is this increase 
in numbers. 
It will be necessary ta have ap­ 
paratus capable of sm ashing atoms 


in vast 
masses before 
scientists 
expect to fathom the secrets—and 
possible uses—that lie behind 
the 
atomic barriers. 
Tuesday’s meager reports indicate 
that the G erm ans have made a long 
stride along this road, but have not 
yet reached the heights they wish 
probably 
countless 
billions 
oi 
smashed atoms. They describe the 
tube w'hich breaks 
atoms by the 
millions, “a rate at which the usual 
devices no longer suffice to measure 
the wreckage," and state that it has 
been 
dism antled so 
that a 
still 
larger one may be set up. 
Tile tube 
was 
built 
by 
Fritz 
Lange and Amo Braasch. 
It is a 
5.000.000-volt X-ray tube, made by 
"cascading,” th at is, by hooking to­ 
gether, end to end, several X -ray 
tubes. 
Each unit of this cascade, accord­ 
ing to the brief announcement, is 
2.40 m eters long, about eight feet 


But how’ many are hooked together 
is not stated. The cascading idea 
is credited to the American physic­ 
ist, Coolidge, of the G eneral Elec­ 
tric company, who has used it in 
spectacular 
tubes. The 
cascading 
is employed to spread the trem en­ 
dous electrical energy so th at it 
does not destroy the tube contain­ 
ing it.
